Mr, Mayor,  Miss  Brewis  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  my  Annual  Deport  for  the  year 

19 59 . 

I  regret  that  once  again  I  have  to  draw  attention 
to  a  fall  in  population,  though  this  year’s  decrease 
(SO-)  is  the  smallest  for  some  years0  The  excess  of 
deaths  over  live  births  was  89  and  the  number  of  emi¬ 
grants  was  approximately  78,  It  is  therefore  apparent 
that  the  number  of  immigrants  was  much  greater  than 
usual , 

These  figures  might  suggest  that  superficially  at 
least  the  situation  is  improving.  Other  figures,  i0  e, 
the  marriage  rate  and- the  unemployment  figures  indicate 
that  fundamentally  there  is  no  improvement.  The  former 
figure  remains  at  about  half  the  figure  for  the  country 
as  a  whole.  This  is  partly  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
proportion  of  the  population  reaching  marriageable  age 
in  Scarborough  is  lower  than  that  reaching  it  in  the 
population  of  the  country  as  a  whole.,  It  also  suggests 
that  young  people  are  leaving  the  town  in  search  of 
training  and  work  before  they  marry  and  settle  perman¬ 
ently  elsewhere. 

Another  aspect  of  this  problem  is  presented  by 
the  aged  in  Scarborough,  The  numbers  assisted  by  the 
Health  Department  during  the  last  6<  years  have  increased 
nearly  three  fold  and  the  indications  are  that  they 
will  continue  to  increase. 

Recent  research  indicates  that  many  old  people 
have  remediable  defects  long  before  they  present  them¬ 
selves  for  treatment.  One  answer  to  this  problem  would 
seem  to  lie  in  getting  these  defects  dealt  with  before 


they  became  so  serious  ir  their  effects  that  the  treat¬ 
ment  involves  long  periods  in  hospital  and  convalescence. 
The  general  practitioner  immediately  comes  to  mind  as 
the  person  on  whom  this  work  should  devolve.  It  is 
questionable,  however  whether  many  of  them  would  have 
the  time  to  carry  out  these  extensive  examinations. 

Experiments  are  in  progress  with  various  types  of 
clinic,  some  on  the  lines  of  Infant  Welfare  Clinics, 
Most  of  them  show  promise,  but  there  are  difficulties 

to  be  overcome. 

The  gradually  increasing  work  of  the  Department 
in  a  building  which  does  not  permit  of  economical  en¬ 
largement  has  led  to  difficult  working  conditions  for 
all  the  staff.  I  am  glad  to  acknowledge  their  loyalty 
and  hard  work  by  which  these  difficulties  have  been 
overcome  for  the  time  being  at  least. 

I  also  acknowledge  gratefully  the  co-operation  of 
all  departments  of  the  Council  and  of  the  Committee.

The  Borough  Coroner  held  31  inquests  in  1959  re¬ 
lating  to  deaths  of  16'  residents,  5  visitors  and  10 
non-residents,  66-  Deaths  were  certified  by  the  Coroner, 
after  post-mortem,  without  inquest. 

In  the  above  table  the  group  of  10  cases  classified 
■as  ffothersT?  are  cases  which  were  proved  to  be  due  to 
natural  causes  only  after  inquests.  Falls  at  home 
continue  to  be  relatively  frequent  as  causes  of  death. 
The  emphasis  on  this  point  in  Home  Safety  propaganda 
is  obviously  necessary,  but  one  wonders  whether  it  is 
reaching  the  elderly  people  at  whom  it  is  principally 
d irected.

Food  Poisoning 

Eighteen"  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified. 
The  agents  causing  the  disease  were  identified  as 
(a)  Staphylococcal  Toxin,  (b)  Salmonella  Typhi -Murium, 
and  (c)  Salmonella  infection  -  source  unknown. 

Food  poisoning  is  undoubtedly  more  prevalent  than 
indicated  by  the  number  of  not  if icat ions  and  in  general 
the  number  of  outbreaks  seems  to  bear  a  direct  relation¬ 
ship  to  the  temperature. 


Tuberculosis 


There  were  5  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
during  the  year  and  6-  new  cases  were  notified  compared 
with  21  in  1958. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  paid  its  annual  visit  in 
the  Autumn  and  the  following  table*  supplied  by  the 
Medical  Director*  shows  the  results  of  its  work.  The 
Unit  was  located  at  Ebenezer  Baptist  Church,  Columbus 
Ravine,  Scarborough,  during  October  1959.  In  addition 
a  session  was  held  at  Eastfield  Clinic  on  Monday, 
88th  September,  1959.

Fecords  relating  to  the  vaccination  of  242  residents 
and  the  re- vaccination  of  57  residents  were  received 
curing  the  year.  Of  the  242  primary  vaccinations,  174 
related  to  children  under  1  year  of  age. 

This  last  figure  is  the  important  ore  as  far  as 
the  community  is  concemedo  The  other  figures  refer  to 
peonle  going  abroad.  It  means,  in  effect,  that  only 
about  a  third  of  the  babies  born  last  year  were  pro¬ 
tected  against  small  pox0  This  is  the  usual  proportion 
and  well  below  what  is  desirable  in  these  days  of  fast 
travel  to  and  from  all  parts  of  the  world.

During  the  year, vaccination  against  poliomyelitis 
was  extended  to  persons  bom  in  the  years  1955  to  1959 
and  to  expectant  mothers,.

Report  by  the  Superintendent  for  1 Q 5 9 

During  the  year  under  review,  8,471  Turkish  .Baths 
and  9,210-  Slipper  Baths  have  been  given  and  6,  959  medi¬ 
cal  treatments  of  physiotherapy  and  hydrotherapy  ad¬ 
ministered  to  patient  s  referred  by  medical  practitioners 
and  consultants.  Treatment  has  been  administered  to 
men,  women  and  children  from  all  walks  of  life,  but  the 
bulk  of  the  work  done  being  concerned  with  the  diseases 
of  degeneration,  the  average  age  of  patients  is  some¬ 
what  advanced*  local  medical  practitioners  and  con¬ 
sultants,  and  those  of  surrounding  districts  are  giving 
the  Establishment  an  encouraging  measure  of  support, 
and  several  show  quite  an  exceptional  interest  in  the 
modern  physiotherapeutic  techniques. 

During  the  summer  season  most  of  the  patients 
attending  are  visitors,  either  coming  to  Scarborough 
especially  for  intensive  treatment,  or  being  suddenly- 
afflicted  whilst  on  holiday,  are  sent  for  immediate 
treatment.  ‘  *  * 

From  the  general  increase  in  attendance  over  the 
last  four  years,  it  would  appear  that  there  is  a  grow- 
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ing  number  of  people  who  elect  to  have  treatment  out¬ 
side  the  provisions  of  the  National  Health  Service,

Bacteriological  Tests 

A  total  of  367  tests  have  been  made  on  samples 
from  the  distribution  system  (mostly  from  consumer  taps) 
for  bacteriological  examination,  including  2  in  which 
re-tests  were  considered  advisable,  but  in  no  case  was 
there  any  indication  of  the  water  supplied  being  other 
than  entirely  wholesome. 

Samples  were  also  taken  of  the  raw  water  at  the 
Cayton  Bay,  Osgodby  and  Irton  Works,  and  from  the 
filters  at  Irton.  The  raw  water  at  Cayton  Bay  continues 
to  be  of -such  a  high  standard  of  purity  that  filtration

The  North  Bay  Pool  has  a  capacity  of  approx,,  0-4 
million  gallons  and  a  surface  area  of  17,000  sq.ft* 
The  main  pool  has  a  depth  vary ing  from  3  ft.  to  7ft.6o.ns. 
below  the  diving  boards,  A  shallow  area  for  children 
is  partially  separated  from  the  main  pool  by  one  of 
the  three  islands  in  the  pool. 

The  water  in  both  pools  is  continuously  filtered, 
aerated  and  chlorinated,  the  average  rate  of  circulation 


being  70,000  gallons/hr,  at  the  North  Bay  Pool  and 
90,000  gallons/hra  at  the  South  Bay  Pool0  At  the  North 
Bay  Pool,  where  the  bathing  load  often  reaches  3,000 
bathers  per  day  in  fine  weather,  break-point  chlorin¬ 
ation  is  used  to  maintain  a  residual  of  approximately 
0*4  p.  p.m0  at  the  outlet  from  the  pool0  At  the  South 
Bay  Pool,  where  the  bathing  load  rarely  exceeds  2,000 
bathers  per  day,  marginal  chlorination  only  is  used. 

At  the  North  Bay  Pool  an  ozone  plant  is  also  in 
operation  and  gas  fired  boilers  are  used  when  necessary 
to  keep  the  water  at  not  less  than  65°F0 

The  South  Bay  Pool  is  initially  filled  at  the 
beginning  of  the  season  direct  from  the  sea  and  addi¬ 
tional  water  is  added  as  required  also  direct  fron  the 
sea.  The  North  Bay  Pool  is  initially  filled  with  fresh 
water  and  additional  water  is  added  as  required  from 
the  sea  via  a  sedimentation  tank. 

In  the  1959  season  samples  were  taken  for  bacter¬ 
iological  examination  at  monthly  intervals.  On  each 
occasion  samples  were  taken  from  three  points  in  each 
pool  and  the  reports  on  all  these  samples  were  entirely 
satisfactory,

home  Help  Service 

Pone  helps  are  available  (on  application  supported 
by  medical  evidence)  to  render  temporary  assistance  in 
the  homes  of  applicants  in  the  following  categories,

( ii)  Persons  requiring  help  because  of  sickness  or 

pregnancy  of  housewife  or  her  absence  in 

ho  spi tal; 

(iii)  Other  cases  of  acute  illness,  particularly  of 

children,  where  there  is  a  number  of  healthy 
children  to  be  cared  for;  and 

(iv)  Aged  persons  or  chronic  sick  persons  who  are

The  number  of  cases  assisted  has  more  than  doubled 
during  the  last  6  years.  Unfortunately,  as  is  inevit¬ 
able  in  a  seaside  resort,  staff  i  s  always  a  difficulty,. 
We  cannot  compete  with  Fotels,  boarding,  houses  and 
cafes  etc.,  during  the  season.  The  result  is  that 
demand  is  nearly  always  ahead  of  supply. 

In  the  financial  year  ending  list  March  1960,  240 
cases  were  assisted.  Cf  these  200  were  aged  people. 

It  is  often  said  that  bed  shortage  in  maternity 
units  can  be  relieved  by  home  confinements  to  which 
Domestic  helps  are  allotted.  The  difficulty  here  is 
that  when  such  a  case  is  booked,  the  Home  Help  must 
leave  5  or  6  other  cases,  mostly  old  folk  for  about 
2  weeks.  This  means  usually  that  the  unlucky  ones 
must  make  do  with  reduced  hours  or  even  go  without  for 
that  time,. 

Since  the  inception  of  the  fiational  Health  Service, 
the  Home  Help  has  gradually  assumed  a  position  of  con¬ 
siderable  importance  in  the  pattern  of  social  services. 
Her  importance  is  still  increasing.  In  view  of  this 
it  is  perhaps  surprising  that  efforts  to  codify  her 
duties  and  establish  training  courses  have  generally 
failed.  We  still  rely,  in  most  authorities,  on  women 
who  have  been  trained  by  their  mothers  and  learnt  the 
job  the  hard  way. 

The  work,  of  home  helps  is  physically  arduous  and 
often  has  to. 'be  done  under  unsatisfactory  conditions. 
The  attitude  of  the. Recipient s  of  help  is  often  such  as 
to  try  the  patience  of  the  most  equable  temperament, 
fortunately  we  still  find  women  willing  to  do  this  work.' 
They  presumably  find  more  than  material  reward  in.  it.

Messrs„H0  Trinick 
and  AoMilner  leaving  the  Department  in  February  on 
obtaining  other  appointments,  Mr, J9 Edmunds  vBolton) 
and  Mr„AoMorgan  (Hull)  were  appointed  and  commenced 
duty  on  1st  April,  Mr,N, Thorpe  (Stockport)  was  appoint¬ 
ed  in  September*  to  complete  the  establishment  of 
Inspectors, 

Rout  ine  work  proceeded  during  the  year*  the  follow¬ 
ing  report  indicating  the  attention  given  to  the  many 
aspects  of  environmental  hygiene  dealt  with. 

In  October*  the  Coastal  Food  Factory*  processing 
waste  food  for  pigs*  closed  down.  These  premises  had 
necessitated  considerable  attention  by  the  Department 
for  many  years.
